In  recognition  of  his  con- 
tribution, the  University  of  Toronto 
granted  him  the  first  post  graduate 
degree  in  Civil  Engineering.

Born  near  Campbellford,  Ontario, 
in  1890,  Mr.  West  graduated  with 
honours  in  engineering  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  1915. 
Upon  his  return  from  serving  over- 
seas during  World  War  I in  1919, 
he  became  senior  assistant  engineer 
in  the  construction  of  the  Welland 
Ship  Canal. 

Through  the  years  Mr.  West  has 
held  the  following  positions:  Divis- 
ion Engineering  of  the  Welland 
Canal,  Superintending  Engineer  for 
canal  between  Lake  Ontario  and 
Lake  Erie,  Director  of  Canal  Ser- 
vices for  the  Department  of  Trans- 
port, and  Senior  Deputy  Minister 
of  Transport. 

On  July  1,  1954,  Mr.  West  was 
appointed  Member  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence Seaway  Authority,  where  he 
was  responsible  for  the  overall 
direction  of  engineering  and  con- 
struction of  the  Seaway  works  from 
Montreal  to  Lake  Erie.

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FURTHER  PROGRESS  ON  NATIONAL  FUND  YET  TO  BE  MADE 


The  following  article  is  written  by  W.  II.  Palm,  3TS,  the  Past  President  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Alumni  Association.  He  is  taking  over  the  Chairmanship  for  the  Engineering  Alumni 
Appeal  Committee ; a position  previously  held  by  W.  I.  Turner,  2T5. 


Insofar  as  the  part  Engineers  must  play  in  the  drive 
on  behalf  of  The  National  Fund  for  the  University  of 
Toronto  is  concerned,  the  first  phase  is  now  completed. 
The  results  as  a whole,  while  not  reaching  the  objective 
which  was  desired,  nevertheless,  did  provide  sufficient 
money  to  move  forward  with  certain  key  elements  of  the 
extensive  University  Expansion  program,  including  the  new 
Engineering  Building,  now  practically  completed  — a factor 
which  is  of  vital  interest  to  graduates  of  School. 

The  charts  below  portray  most  effectively  the  outcome 
of  the  fund-raising  effort  to  date  and  should  instantly  arrest 
the  attention  of  Schoolmen.  Two  facts  are  immediately 
apparent: 

1.  The  average  gift  that  we  contributed  to  the  Fund  ranks 
fifth  in  the  fifteen  faculty  and  federated  college  groups. 

2.  The  proportion  of  our  membership  who  participated  by 
making  a contribution  ranks  eleventh  in  the  group  of 
fifteen,  speaking  of  those  located  in  the  Toronto  area 
and  eighth  when  considering  the  full  membership  domi- 
ciled all  over  the  world. 

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  approximately  12,000 
Engineering  graduates  of  the  University,  only  3,254  or  27 
per  cent  made  a contribution  of  any  kind.  It  is  this  part  of 
the  situation  that  we  must  improve  promptly.  There  is  no 
good  reason  why  Schoolmen  cannot  have  the  highest  par- 
ticipation of  any  faculty  or  college  in  the  University  and 
seize  the  position  of  leadership  which  has  traditionally  been 
theirs  with  any  worthy  cause  which  they  have  endorsed.  It 
is  fully  appreciated  that  the  circumstances  of  people  vary 
widely,  but  there  is  no  justification  for  Schoolmen  lagging 
behind  other  faculties  and  colleges  or  for  University  of 
Toronto  graduates  taking  a back  seat  to  graduates  of  other 
comparable  universities.  It  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect 
that  at  least  75  per  cent  of  our  graduates  should  make 
some  tangible  contribution. 

Our  Campaign  Committee,  along  with  the  many  Group 
Leaders  and  workers  who  are  helping  directly  in  this  effort 
are  doing  a splendid  job  and  working  most  industriously. 
Their  effort  is  to  be  commended  highly  and  merits  generous 
response. 

As  announced  in  previous  communications  and  in  the 
Engineering  Alumni  News,  the  Engineering  Alumni  Council 
is  obligated  to  the  University  to  continue  soliciting  mem- 
bers of  our  Association  annually  on  behalf  of  The  National 
Fund  through  to  and  including  the  year  1963.  In  return, 
the  University  is  underwriting  our  usual  loan,  bursary  and 
scholarship  program,  as  well  as  paying  for  the  administra- 
tive expenses  of  the  Association  for  that  entire  period. 


Accordingly,  plans  have  been  completed  to  put  the 
next  phase  of  our  campaign  into  gear  by  approaching  all 
those  who  have  not  yet  made  a contribution  or  pledge  on 
behalf  of  the  fund.  A pledge  card  and  a return  addressed 
envelope  along  with  a letter  similar  to  this  article  have 
been  forwarded.  Won’t  you  join  your  fellow  Schoolmen 
in  the  support  of  this  most  essential  undertaking  and,  in  so 
doing,  improve  the  showing  which  we  have  made  so  far? 
Please  print  clearly  at  the  upper  right  of  the  pledge  card 
your  name,  address  and  graduating  year. 

It  is  recognized  that  those  who  are  presently  contribut- 
ing have  done  their  bit,  therefore  this  renewed  appeal  will 
merely  acquaint  them  with  the  activities  which  are  taking 
place  and  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  Engineering 
Alumni  body. 

No  publicitv  has,  thus  far,  gone  forward  to  Engineer- 
ing Alumni  graduates  concerning  the  new  Department  of 
Development  of  the  University  of  Toronto  which  has  been 
formed  to  establish  an  important  channel  through  which 
annual  giving  by  Alumni  will  be  instituted.  This  Depart- 
ment is  now  fully  organized  under  Mr.  Ralph  J.  Albrant,  its 
Director,  and  plans  are  already  completed  to  acquaint 
Alumni  generally  with  the  urgency  of  the  need  for  money 
and  the  importance  of  supplementing  present  income 
through  coordinated  planned  contributions  by  graduates. 

So  there  would  be  no  dilution  of  effort  as  far  as 
Engineering  graduates  are  concerned,  the  Engineering 
Alumni  Council  felt  that  the  establishment  of  any  liaison 
with  that  effort  ought  to  be  deferred  until  our  work  on 
behalf  of  The  National  Fund  is  completed.  At  the  same 
time,  you  should  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  “annual 
giving”  concept  is  being  launched  throughout  all  graduates 
of  the  University  and  that  faculty  and  college  groups  other 
than  Engineering  are  now  setting  up  machinery  for  immed- 
iately approaching  Alumni  in  support  of  their  Alma  Mater. 
The  Engineering  Alumni  Association  has  practised  annual 
giving  for  many  years  with  a record  of  having  passed  over 
to  the  University  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  all  funds 
received  for  use  as  it  saw  fit. 

Those  who  are  about  to  become  supporters  of  our  most 
essential  project  by  making  a contribution  to  The  National 
Fund  will  be  communicated  with  more  directly  by  class- 
mate members  of  the  fund-raising  organization  who  have 
been  enlisted  to  help  us  with  this  important  task.

AUDITORS'  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of 
Engineering  Alumni  Association

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  Engineering  Alumni 
Association  of  the  University  of  Toronto  as  at  30th  June,  1960, 
and  the  statement  of  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the  year 
ended  on  that  date.

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  state- 
ment of  revenue  and  expenditure  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  association  as  at  30th  June,  1960,  and  the  results 
of  its  operations  for  the  year  ended  on  that  date,  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

(a)  The  Student  Loan  Fund  is,  in  large  part,  cash. 
With  loans  available  from  the  Provincial  Government,  the 
demands  made  on  the  Engineering  Alumni  Loan  Fund 
have  temporarily  ceased. 

(b)  There  are  in  fact,  two  Balance  Sheets  and  State- 
ments of  Income  and  Expense,  the  Engineering  Alumni 
Operating  Fund  and  the  Engineering  Education  Committee 
Fund.  The  two  Funds  are  quite  separate.  Monies  held  in 
the  Education  Fund  are  not  used  for  administrative  pur- 
poses, any  deficits  in  the  Operating  Fund  being  covered 
out  of  Surplus.
